IN A TlttHT PIACE. 


JACKBUX, Misa., September 15.—All 


the fears of the citizens of Jackson in re- 
gard to the sickness prevalent at Ed- 
wards have buen realized. The expert 
has confirmed seven caBesofyollow fever 
aud says there ara many suspects. 


First the cases were reported as ma- 


larial fever, then after a time they be- 
came dengue fever. Another wait and 
they were pronounced suspicious and 
finally declared to be the genuine yellow 
jack. During all thia time the disease 
baa been spreading rapidly at the rate 
of five or six new cases daily until there 
are now forty cases in existence at Ed- 
wardfl. 


The report says that the disease has 


also appeared at Clinton and Smiths, 
towns near Edwards. The state board 
has ordered the discontinuance of traini 
on the Woodville, Miss., branch of the 
Yazoo and the Mississippi valley roads.

Rev. Hunn Has a Copy 
of the 


"New England Courant." 


Kev. O. A. Munn, pflatar of the Bel- 


raont Presbyterian Church, ia proud i 
the possession of a copy of the A'cic Kmj- 
land CWnuil, published at Boston by 
James and Benjamin Franklin. It is 
dated 
as follows: 
"From Monday, 


February 4, to Monday, February 11, 
17£J." Thia ie probably the lirat num- 
bar issued under the ostensible manage- 
ment of Benjamin b'ranklin, bis brother 
having been thrown in prison and the 
paper stopped because of tbe publica- 
tion of some paragraphs di3tastoful to 
the authorities. James waa released, 
but only on condition that he re- 
frain from publishing the Cuurant. It 
therefore became necessary to issue it 
over the name of Benjamin. In October 
of the same year, however, Benjamin 
severed his connection with the paper 
because ho would no longer endure the 
ill-treatment his older brother sub- 
jected him to.

judged by modern atandardo, but it it) 
diiito a curiosity and ia highly valued 
by Mr. Munn.
